The active part Kentucklsns are taking 
in* the movement toward lending assist- 
ance to the Cubans recalls one of the 
most bloody tragedies that ever rebbed 
tbii Commonwealth of gallant sons 

In the summer of 1851. Colenel Wil- 
liam L. Crittenden of Louisville, a brother 
of ex Governor Thomas Crittenden ef 
Missouri, recruited about fifty Kentuck- 
ians to go to Cuba te ths assistance ef the 
natriots who were engaged at that time 
in a desultory Warfare against the Span 
iih oppressors. Among those who ac 
companied Colonel Crittenden was Cap- 
tain Victor Korr. Lieutenant Charles 
Green, William Standiford, John Fisher 
and Oilman A. Cook. The names of the 
others cannot be recalled The 
band left Louisville early In August fully 
armed and equipped for war. They si 
ceeded in landing on the island after hi 
iug been joined by nearly fifty others 

> several of tho Southern st 
Two days after landing and while mi 
ing towards the rendezvous of the p 
ots Colonel Crittenden's band wai 
tacted by seven hundred Spanish sold 
The Americans occupied an advantageous

for thirty six hours they kept the Span 
iards at bay. By this lime they had ex 
liauited nearly their whole stock ef am 
and as the men were completely 
by the long battle, Colonel Crit 
tenden. after a hasty consultation with 
hit officers, decided to surrender. A flag 
was sent to the Spanish lines and 
irteously received by the com- 
mander who promised the Americas* 
that they weuld receive honorable treat 
ment as prisoners of war if they surren 
dered. Accordingly Colonel Crittenden 
surrendered. The next morning at sun 
up tbe Coloael and seventy of tlie eighty 
men who were captured marched out to 
be executed. The men were made to 
kneel with their backs toward tbe firing 
squad. Colonel Crittenden protested 
against tbe eiecution, calling attention 
ment made before the sur 
was curtly informed by the 
Spanish commander that there was no 
war in Cuba, that the revolutionists were 
ily bandits and that they were shot 
whenever captured. He then ordered 
tbe soldiers to lead Colonel Crittenden to 
tie where his men were kneeling and 
ordered him to kneel also with his back 
teward tbe Spanish soldiers. The Col 
onel. who was a splendid type of Ken- 
tucky manhood, tore himself loose from 
the soldiers and straightening himself up 
to his full height, looked the commander 
in tbe face and exclaimed: 

"I am a Kentuckian, sir, and a Ken- 
tuckian never turns his back on his foe 
id never kneels save to his Ged." 
The commander gave the order to fire 
and Crittenden as well as his men poured 
out their lifeblood on Cuban soil. 

When the news reached the United 
States that the intrepid Crittenden and 
his band bad been ahot to deatn after 
making an honorable surrender the in- 
dignation of the people knew no bounds. 

icetings were held all over tbe 
ceuntry and ringing resolutions of in- 
dignation were adopted. Petitions were 
circulated and numerously signed asking 
President Fillmore to declare war against 
Spain for the butchery of American citl- 
strong was public opinion 
against the outrage that the President 
promptly dispatched tbe steam frigate 
Haranac, Commodore Parker, to inquii 
into the circumstances of the killing ef 
Colonel Crittenden and his men. He 
teund that the United States Couneul 
Owens at Havana had been derelict in hie 
duty and on the recommendation of Com 
i.xlora Parker Mr. O wens was recalled.

Lonlsvllle Negroes Indignant Over 
Lynching at Jim Stone. 

Louistillr, Ky., Dec. 94.— Isaac 
Curtis, and other Negro leaders In this 
city Wednesday rented a hall and ar- 
ranged for a big and early mass meet- 
ing to protest against the prevailing 
habit In Kentucky of hanging Negroes 
for. alleged outrages before they are 
proved guilty.

"No, it does not," Mr. Fisher replied. 
"That is a matter so entirely within 
the control of our government — being 
a matter of local policy and subject to 
egislative action— that I do not care 
to discuss it, but refer you to Secretary 
Morton for any information regarding 
it. The occasion for the agreement that 
we have reached grew out of the 
changed conditions that exist now. 
When pleuro-pneumonla afflicted the 
cattle of the United States and Cana- 
da both countries established strict 
quarantine regulations in the interests 
of the health of both. These 
have remained in foroe while 
the disease has entirely disappeared 
and they proved a source of irritation 
to the shippers of each. It was diffi- 
cult and seemed Impossible to change 
them by correspondence and it occur- 
red to me that a mutually satisfactory 
agreement by a conference face to face 
and the issue of the conferences be- 
tween Secretary Morton and myself 
has proved that I was right"
